Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 15, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant asserts that "personalized message" is not disclosed by 
Hickle and further urges that "a personalized message should not be confused with 
personal information." However, Examiner maintains the stance that the personalized 
message is the specific information about the patient that is displayed on the display 
device from the inputs. Furthermore, the description provided in the specification states 
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"the personalized message having a ...word... [or] phrase. ..with which the patient is 
familiar especially one which has a personal association..." From this description, it is 
apparent that the patient information displayed on the display device would be a word or 
phrase with which is familiar and has a personal association to the patient. Thus, Hickle 
does anticipate a "personalized message," as claimed.
